For a New Army to Go to 


Porto Rico. 


THIS IS VERY SIGNIFICANT, 


Shows That War 
Will End Only 


With Peace Treaty, 


NO DALLYING TO BE. BROOKED.

UNCLE SAM IS NOT A BIT WEARY, 


General Wade Will Command the >'ew 


Division, Which Will Consist of Fifteen 
Fall Regiments Selected From the Va- 
rious Unrepresented 
States, With a 


Yiow 
of 
Allaying Jealousies Which 


Have Sprung Up—Santiago Soldiers to 


ISe Removed to 3Iontauk Point as Soon 


as Passible—General Breck In ridge In 


Command at Camp Tliouiaa. 


, Washington, Aug. 1.—That the gov- 
ernment has not interrupted the exe- 
cution of its campaigns is evidenced 
by the fact that an order was issued 
from the war department for the dis- 
patch of an entire army division to 
reinforce Generals Miles and Brooke 
in Porto Rico. 


This'will be known as the provision- 


al division, and will be commanded by 
Major General Wade, at present in 
command at Camp Thomas, Chicka- 
mauga. 
He is ordered to turn over 


that command to Major General Breck.- 
inridge, inspector general of the army, 
and to report to Secretary Alger in 
Washington for instructions before de- 
parting for Porto Rico, bringing with 
him his adjutant general and his aides. 


The Provisional division will consist 


of 15 full regiments, and General Wade 
will select them, not from troops un- 
der his old command alone, hut with 
particular reference to an equitable 
representation in the Porto Rican cam- 
paign of all the states of the Union. 


Secretary Algerfeels that his depart- 


ment has been subjected to some un- 
just criticism upon the selection of 
troops for active service, and pro- 
nounces as without foundation the al- 
legation that 
politics have dictated 


their assignments. 


In the case of the Fifth Illinois vol- 


unteer regiment, which was withdrawn 
from the Porto Rican expedition in 
favor of the Indiana regiment just as 
the troops were about to board the 
cars, it has already been explained by 
authority that the change was made In 
recognition of the justness of the com- 
plaint that Illinois already had two 
regiments inactiveservice at the front,

States communication was received in 
Madrid, which was not until an early 
tour Sunday morning; the time re- 
quired l° decipher it; the necessity for 
an extended consideration of the mat- 
ter by the Spanish cabinet, and also 
(he necessity for framing the rejoin- 
der. 


Ic is not meant by this slatement to 


question in any manner the full pleni- 
potentiary powers of M. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, in dealing with 
the subject. On the contrary, they are 
in latitude wider than those usually 
confered in such cases. 
His position 


is somewhat similar to that of the 
president himself, who Is obliged to 
secure the sanction of the United States 
senate to any treaty of peace that he 
may prepare, for the ambassador must 
submit to the Madrid cabinet for its 
approval any agreement that he may 
enter into. 


In the drafting of such an agreement 


he is fully authorized to proceed in hi3 
discretion, and to guard against any 
possibility of repudiation of his action 
he has been given the minutest defini- 
tion of the concessions that will be 
made by the Spanish government on 
every point that 
by any possibility 


could be expected to arise in the course 
of the negotiations. 


Unilud With Satisfaction. 


It was not known to our government 


that It. Cambon had such powers when 
he appeared Saturday afternoon at the 
White House to receive the American 
answer; but once the president 
was 


satisfied that he was competent to deal 
la an authorized manner with our gov- 
ernment, the production of his creden- 
tials was hailed with satisfaction as 
tending to hasten the reaching of an 
agreement without loss of time and in 
the most direct manner, for technically 
the United States is now treating with 
Spain without the intervention of any 
third power.

But It is believed there was strenu- 


ous objection to the retention of the 
city of Manilla, the metropolis of the 
group, and particularly to the refer- 
ence to a commission of the question 
of the future government of the isl- 
ands, for the Spanish government Is 
desirous that its full sovereignty shall 
remain unaffected and without ques- 
tion. 


It is assumed that it was this point 


which was the object of amendment, 
though what form that change took is 
unknown. As some mention has been 
made in the public'discussions of the 
possibility of the acquisition of one of 
the Carolines, k »ay be stated author- 
itatively tt.at tht. matter has not been 
Zonsidered by the cabinet up to this 
time. 


The progress made in the negotia- 


tions has given rise in some quarters 
to an expectation that hostilities are 
to be suspended very soon.
